SIGNAL BOX 
A SMASH HIT 


TRAIN lovers are being told they 
only have a few days left if they 
want to take a look at Banbury 
North Signal Box. 

The redundant building is due to be 
dismantled by Network Rail in the com¬ 
ing weeks after plans to turn it into a 
community and heritage asset failed. 

But the national firm put the move 
off for eight weeks to allow tours of the 
box, which proved to be a surprise hit in 
the summer. 

About 3,000 people have been shown 
around the signal box so far by signal¬ 
men and rail workers who between 
them kept Banbury’s trains safe and 
timely. 

Cream teas, society meetings, busi¬ 
ness meetings, school visits and staff 
days out as well as visits from Cubs, 
Brownies and Beavers have taken place. 

Rob Kinchin-Smith, chairman of the 
Banbury Civic Society, said: “Whilst the 
interest shown has failed to change the 
ultimate fate of Banbury North Signal 
Box, the programme of visits has been 
an outstanding exemplar of commu¬ 
nity outreach and collaborative work-

ing between the Banbury North Signal 
Box group, Network Rail, Chiltern Rail¬ 
ways, local rail staff and a number of 
heritage partners. 

“Banbury should be very proud that 
its initiative and its warmth and enthu¬ 
siasm for its heritage, have been noted 
at Network Rail, right up to board and 
chairman level.” 

Earlier this year, the south box by 
Bridge Street was removed as part 
of an upgrade to the area’s signalling 
system that saw it moved from Ban¬ 
bury to the West Midlands. 

The north box is still operational 
and features a “hidden heritage” of 
polished levers, mechanical comput¬ 
ers and a telegraph internet. 

One senior railman who observed a 
visit from a local Brownie group said: 
“More children have been seen in 
eight weeks in this signal box than in 
a year in other programmes. 

“It was a lesson in what a fantastic 
facility the north box is proving to be 


in community engagement and, per¬ 
haps most critically, safety awareness. 

“The children and their teachers were 
not only entranced by what they were 
shown in the vox - talk about a ‘hands- 
on museum’, with the levers providing 
almost endless fun for them - but they 
were in awe and wonder at the sound, 
sight and turbulence of fast freights 
passing by” 

The final day of tours will be on Canal 
Day in Banbury on Sunday, after which 
dismantling will start. For more details 
about Canal Day see page 3.

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MP appeals for 
more Syrian aid 
following visit 

THE MPfor Banbury is calling for renewed 
efforts to help those caught up in the 
Syrian conflict, after seeing the horrors 
many face on a daily basis. 

Victoria Prentis visited the Zaatari 
refugee camp in Jordan last week to learn 
about the situation faced by its 80,000 
residents. 

But despite being impressed by work at 
the camp, the MP made a chilling discovery 
about the fate of thousands more people 
trapped in a desert area known as the 
Berm. She said: "The camps are amazing, 
fantastically organised and not at all how 
you would imagine. 

"They are not fun, but they are safe and 
calm and ordered. The really bad thing is 
the people who aren't in the camps and 
nobody internationally is talking about 
them." 

Mrs Prentis added: "No aid has got 
through apart from once in August when 
they crane-lifted aid in. We have no idea 
what's going on but there is evidence of 
shallow graves. 

"The people who had a bit of money got 
out four years ago; we are down to the 
really vulnerable people now. They are 
just starving. It's horrific. I wake up at 
night worrying about this area and what 
we need to do is to start talking hard 
about it." 

Last Christmas, Mrs Prentis launched 
Singing for Syrians, a UK-wide initiative 
encouraging people to hold carol concerts 
to raise money for aid in the war-ravaged 
country.

Work under way on first 
phase of 400 homes site 


Project marks start of plan 
to build a mix of two, three 
and four-bed properties

THE first phase of a planned 
400-home development in Ban¬ 
bury is now under way after a 
major scheme was approved 
last month by council bosses. 

After getting the go-ahead from 
Cherwell District Council on 
Wednesday, August 24, housebuild¬ 
er Bloor Homes is ready to begin 
the development in Bretch Hill. 

It marks the beginning of a long¬ 
term project to develop land west 
of the estate that received outline 
planning permission in March. 

The first set of homes will com¬ 
prise a range of two, three and 
four-bedroom properties, with ten 
of the initial 110 provided as af-

fordable housing. 

Large areas of open green space 
will be created to the north and 
west of the site, with a new foot¬ 


path also created on the western 
side of Bretch Hill. 

Steve MacPherson, design and 
technical director at Bloor Homes 
Western, said: “This new devel¬ 
opment will provide a range of 
much-needed new homes in an at¬ 
tractive and sustainable location 
close to the edge of Banbury We 
are pleased that planning permis¬ 
sion has been granted for phase 
one. 

“We have worked very closely 
with planning officers to create a 
high quality scheme which blends 
in sympathetically with its sur¬ 
roundings.” 

Construction workers are now 
on site and the development is set 
to be opened up to visitors in early 
2017. 

It forms part of a large-scale 
development of 400 homes on the 
site, which will also include em¬ 
ployment and training premises. 

Plans to add hundreds of new 
homes to the existing Bretch Hill 


estate as well as Banks ide were 
first announced by Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council in 2010. 

Mark Cherry, who represents the 
Ruscote ward on Banbury Town 
Council, said he was pleased work 
was going ahead but some Bretch 
Hill residents were uncertain. 

He said: “People are concerned 
about heavy traffic and lorries 
coming through Bretch Hill. I’ve 
contacted the developers. 

“They have put in a secondary 
road for traffic and earth-moving 
lorries because farmers still need 
access to the fields that aren’t be¬ 
ing built on.” 

Overall it is understood that 120 
affordable homes are going to be 
delivered as part of the project. 

Mr Cherry added: “It seems to be 
progressing well. 

“The date isn’t set yet but there 
will be a drop-in at The Sunshine 
Centre so that people can see the 
finalised plans.”

at-risk maternity unit 


A FORMER Oxfordshire librarian who 
rekindled her love of books thanks to a 
"lifeline" library service has called on 
more people to volunteer for the scheme. 

Edna Malcher, who lives in Banbury, 
gets books delivered to her front door as 
part of a home library service. 

But the 88-year-old is urging more 
people to give up their time and allow the 
county council to expand its current 
service. 

She said: "The person who comes to 
visit is very nice and friendly. 

"I get the bag ready for him to swap and 
he makes sure that he brings books that 
I'm interested in or have requested. 

"The main thing is having contact with 
someone, especially someone so pleasant. 

"It's very important to make a good 
impression - I've seen that from both 
sides having worked for the library and 
now using the home library service." 

Volunteers organise drop-off times with 
the people they deliver to, making the 
role easy to fit around existing 
commitments. 

Mrs Malcher added: "It's an opportunity 
for them to learn a lot about people and 
to be on their level. You have a lot of 
different types of people and you have to 
be prepared to talk to all sorts.

"I remember when I worked at 
Deddington Library, one of the doctors 
came out of the surgery and said, 'Can I 
have a book by a South African with a 
beard?'. 

"I used to love working there with all 
different types of people, it's a most 
interesting job, it really is." 

Expenses are paid for volunteers and 


they are able to do as many or as few 
journeys as they wish. 

Volunteer Alison Baxter, from Temple 
Cowley, said: "After I retired I was looking 
for useful ways to fill my time and chose 
the home library service because it was 
something I felt strongly about. 

"I would be devastated if I could no 
longer access a library and I don't want 
that to happen to other people. It isn't a 
big commitment, and can befitted in 
easily around the rest of my life; it only 
takes an hour or so every three weeks. 

"The service is important to the lady I 
visit because she needs something to 
occupy her time, and I think she also 
enjoys having someone drop in for a chat 
because she doesn't get out as much as 
she used to." 

Oxfordshire County Council's member 
for cultural services Lorraine Lindsay Gale 
said: "Volunteers are a friendly face who 
can stop by once every three weeks to 
bring customers some new books or CDs 
and spend some time to share their own 
stories. 

"The home library service brings 
entertainment, pleasure and human 
contact to people, where they may 
otherwise have little or none."

THOUSANDS of Banbury residents 
brought a bit of cheer to a sad situation 
this weekend with a teddy bears’ picnic 
to celebrate the babies of the Horton 
General Hospital. 

Local parents descended on Spiceball 
Park on Sunday with youngsters and 
furry friends in tow, along with mem¬ 
bers of the Keep the Horton General 
Campaign. 

The event was set up by residents 
as a more positive response to Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust’s plans to temporarily down¬ 
grade the maternity unit at the Horton 
to a midwife-led unit, following months 
of failed attempts to recruit new doc¬ 
tors in obstetrics. 

On the day, families took part in a 
range of activities and traditional 
games, with food and drink available in 
abundance to all. 

Co-organiser Emma Gold, 33, from 
Banbury, said: “From start to end there 
was a community spirit in the air. The 
supporters shone like the weather and 
made us proud. 

“It was such a memorable day, with 
everyone coming together to keep our 
hospital safe. It was a joy to watch eve¬ 
ryone having fun.” 

Personalised T-shirts were printed 
and handed out bearing children’s 
dates of birth along with the legend 
“Proud to be a Horton baby”. 

A silver birch is due to be planted 
shortly as a ‘memory tree’ for babies 
who were lost due to miscarriage or 
during birth, with crocheted hearts 
hanging from it. 

Changes to the maternity unit are 
coming into effect on Monday, October 
3, and could be reversed in January 
next year at the earliest. 

Mrs Gold added: “This week we are

THE LARGEST community-owned 
solar roof in the UK has been built in 
Oxfordshire. 

Motorsports and engineering firm 
Prodrive is hosting the 2,446 
photovoltaic panels on the roof of its 
Banbury headquarters. 

The 636kW power plant is owned 
by dozens of citizens from 
Oxfordshire and beyond who 
invested their own money. 

As well as the satisfaction of 


funding renewable energy, they will 
get a five per cent return on their 
investment. 

The total project costs £633,282 
and was co-ordinated by Oxford 
social enterprise Low Carbon Hub. 

The group has not yet raised all of 
that money from investors, and took 
out a loan from Oxford City Council 
to cover part of the cost, but people 
can still invest. 

The hub said the project's size was 


significant not only for the 636kW of 
clean energy which will be sold to 
Prodrive and the national grid, but 
because of where the revenue 
generated will end up. 

One third will cover installation and 
maintenance costs, one third will pay 
investors' returns and the final third 
will go into Low Carbon Hub's 
community benefit fund. 

The solar roof will be officially 
switched on in a ceremony on 


Tuesday morning. 

Prodrive chairman David Richards 
said: "As we are developing the next 
generation of automotive electric 
and hybrid systems here in Banbury, 
it was very obvious that we should 
use our roof space to generate clean 
energy for the building. 

"The scheme run by the Low 
Carbon Hub is an excellent way to 
reduce our carbon footprint and 
lower our energy bills."

THE chief pharmacist, owner and 
manager of three Oxford and 
Banbury pharmacies is warning 
people to stay vigilant to the 
symptoms of meningitis. 

Stuart Gale, who runs the Frost 
Pharmacy Group in Marston, 
Headington and Banbury, issued 
the warning to coincide with 
Meningitis Awareness Week, 
which got under way yesterday. 

He said: "For any parent, the idea 
of their child contracting a disease 
such as meningitis is the stuff of 
nightmares. 

"High profile campaigns such as 
the petition for the Meningitis B 
vaccine to be made available to all 
children, help to raise awareness 
but uncertainty around the disease 
still exists. 

"Awareness weeks such as this 
serve as a perfect opportunity to 
remind ourselves of the warning 
signs, should your child become 
unwell. Remember, meningitis can 
kill in hours. Recognising the

symptoms and acting on them 
quickly is vital." 

Symptoms for babies include: 
irritable with a high pitched cry; 
stiff body; jerky movements and a 
tense bulging fontanelle. 

For all children symptoms may 
include: a rash ; unresponsiveness; 
staring; difficulty to wake; poor 
eye contact; and seizures.

Gadget holds key 
to stop car thefts 


Firm designs electronic 
device to prevent vehicles 
being stolen so easily

A BANBURY firm has tri¬ 
umphed after spending more 
than a year creating an elec¬ 
tronic device to stop vehicles 
being stolen without keys. 

Staff at On Board Defence in 
Haslemere Drive created the 
signal-blocking “Portector” to 
combat a growing tendency by 
thieves to bypass cars’ immobi¬ 
lisers. 

The company has since won a 
major international accolade for 
its good work and was praised 
last week by Banbury MP Victo¬ 
ria Prentis. 

Paul Chase, managing direc¬ 
tor at On Board Defence, said 
it was hoped the tool would 


bring peace of mind to vehicle 
owners. He added: “Even the 
newest cars and vans are vulner¬ 
able to electronic compromise 
and many can be stolen in less 
than 60 seconds. 

“Thieves can acquire handheld 
signal-jamming and bypass tools 
online and we believe that mil¬ 
lions of vehicles are at risk. 

“Portector is a proven method 
of combatting this increasing 
form of crime.” 

The Portector device, first de¬ 
veloped last year, was subject 
to months of rigorous testing 
by motor insurers’ centre That- 
cham Research. 

It is the first piece of equip¬ 
ment of its kind to gain certifi¬ 
cation from Thatcham and staff 
at On Board Defence are now in 
discussions with insurers. 

At the Automechanika event 
in Frankfurt on September 13, 
Europe’s largest trade show the 
company received the Innova¬ 
tion Award for its efforts. 

Following the triumph Mrs 


Prentis visited the firm’s Ban¬ 
bury headquarters to watch a 
demonstration. 

She said: “As methods have 
become more sophisticated, the 
fight against vehicle crime has 
become increasingly important. 

“I was really impressed when I 
visited On Board Defence. It was 
very clear that they are doing 
some pioneering work at their 
base in Banbury.

Help in evidence gathering 
and boost for guilty pleas, 
cutting officers’ court time

BODY cameras will be rolled 
out for police officers across Ox¬ 
fordshire to gather evidence on 
the beat and encourage guilty 
pleas from offenders. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Anthony Stansfeld said officers in 
the Thames Valley would have ac¬ 
cess to “body-worn video” - a re¬ 
cording device which will capture 
an officer’s interactions with crimi¬ 
nals and members of the public. 

The Conservative PCC said one of 
the main aims of the move was to 
make solving crimes in the night¬ 
time economy easier. 

Thames Valley Police said there 
was no timescale for when the 
equipment would be available for 
on-duty officers, but said it aimed to 
“substantially increase” the num¬ 
ber of officers using cameras. 

In an exclusive interview Mr 
Stansfeld said some front-line offic¬ 
ers had used the cameras, and the 
pilot had proved a success. 

Mr Stansfeld, who was re-elected 
as PCC in May, added there were a 
“number of reasons” behind the de¬ 
cision to roll them out. 

He said: “In the nighttime econo¬ 
my people often plead guilty when 
they see the body-worn camera foot¬

age the next morning. 

“It’s also very useful in domestic 
abuse cases and gives protection to 
police officers against false claims. 
But it also is ensures officers be¬ 
have in an exemplary fashion. 


“The video footage is also useful in 
court cases when giving evidence.” 

It is understood each camera costs 
between £300 to £400. 

Mr Stansfeld said the project 
would “pay for itself” through the 


time and effort saved in getting 
guilty pleas. 

He added: “The less time they [of¬ 
ficers] turn up giving evidence in 
court cases, the more time they will 
be spending on the beat.” 


Supt Christian Bunt, local polic¬ 
ing area commander for Oxford, 
said having body-worn cameras is 
“extremely useful” adding that he 
“fully endorsed” rolling them out to 
more constables. 

He added: “It’s just another tool 
in our box; it’s not always used for 
evidence to charge someone, some¬ 
times we will show it to people and 
to say this is how you’ve behaved, 
do not do it again. 

“They are good in terms of cap¬ 
turing evidence. 

“When they are being used, they 
can really impact the way people re¬ 
act in terms of their behaviour, and 
defuse situations. 

“It’s also good for the public in 
terms of transparency. It can also 
be used for officers to learn and de¬ 
velop their skills to see how we can 
do better.” 

The force confirmed it would first 
focus on replacing the existing 
equipment. 

Graham Smith, chairman of the 
Thames Valley Police Federation, 
the body which represents rank- 
and-file officers, supported the 
move but said having video doesn’t 
give the full picture of an event. 

He said: “It’s a good addition for 
both officers and public protection. 
But videos do not show the entire 
story of an incident, it shows a 2D 
version of events. 

“We do support the roll-out and I 
wish all officers could have body- 
worn video issued to them, but at 
this time funding is not available.” 

The force said the footage, if not to 
be used as evidence, is stored for 31 
days and then deleted.

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Paramedics face 
crisis over shifts 


Report claims work rotas 
are having negative effect 
on the well-being of staff

FURTHER concerns have 
been raised over low morale 
and increasing pressures 
on ambulance staff after a 
healthcare watchdog pub¬ 
lished its report on the ser¬ 
vice yesterday. 

The Care Quality Commission 
report on South Central Ambu¬ 
lance Services (SCAS) again 
raised issues around shift 
patterns and rotas that 
were taking its toll on 
staff well-being. 

Although the ser¬ 
vice was rated “good” t 
overall, fears raised 
in June about the 
huge pressures on 
overstretched para¬ 
medics emerged in the 
report as well as failings 
to meet 999 call response 
targets. 

As “caring and compas¬ 
sionate” staff worked 
long hours and missing 
meal breaks, some 
patients call- ^ 
ing 111 
were mMM 


waiting up to six hours for a call¬ 
back from clinicians. 

Gavin Bashford, SCAS Union 
representative, said the work- 
life balance is “the single big¬ 
gest reason for staff leaving the 
trust.” 

The paramedic, with 10 years’ 
experience, said: “There were 
new rotas that were implement¬ 
ed around 18 months ago and 
this has had a negative effect on 
staff and patients because an 
awful lot of staff have left over 
these rotas. 

“Staff normally work a 12- 
hour shift, with several stints 
on day and night shifts before a 
break. 

“Now they are work- 
ing 10-hour shifts 
which are all over 
the place, with peo¬ 
ple working a few 
L shifts, having a 
1 day off before 
being back in 
again.” 

} Mr Bashford 
said the ambu¬ 
lance trust ac¬ 
knowledged “they 
got the rotas 
Union rep Gavin 
Bashford 



wrong” and are hoping to intro¬ 
duce new ones as early as Janu¬ 
ary next year. 

He said another problem the 
trust is tackling is recruitment, 
with more than 300 frontline 
staff vacancies to be filled 
across the trust. 

Melanie Saunders, director of 
human resources and organi¬ 
sational development at SCAS, 
said in the last 12 months the 
trust had reduced the frontline 
vacancy rate in Oxfordshire 
from seven per cent to less than 
one per cent. 

She said: “Some of this has 
been achieved by employing a 
small number of international 
paramedics within Oxfordshire. 

“Currently there are three 
such recruits working locally. 

“We actively seek feedback 
from staff on what improve¬ 
ments they want to see and then 
ensure this is actioned and a re¬ 
cent staff survey on the current 
rota system has also provided 
feedback that is now being re¬ 
viewed and acted upon.” 

SCAS chief executive, William 
Hancock, welcomed the overall 
findings, but warned the service 
faced “unprecedented demand.” 

He added: “We are committed 
to finding a way to manage that 
demand to enable us to meet re¬ 
sponse times and ensure that 
patients are responded to 
safely and appropriately.”

AS AMERICAS two presidential 
hopefuls sermonise passionately 
about equality in their bids for 
the White House, Free State Of 
Jones provides a stark reminder 
of the bloody repercussions 
when citizens are denied their 
rights. 

Gary Ross’ handsome 
historical drama is a 
fictionalised recreation of a five- 
year period when the American 
Civil War forced neighbouring 
states to choose sides. 

Hard-working men, women 
and children were caught in the 
crossfire of a brutal conflict that 
led to the abolition of slavery 
and an amendment to the 
constitution to safeguard the 
voting rights of every man 
regardless of his “race, colour 
or previous condition of 
servitude”. 

In October 1862, Newton 
(Matthew McConaughey) is 
serving as a medic in the 
Confederate Army and 
witnesses a local boy being shot 
on the front line. Horrified by 
this senseless loss of an 
innocent life, Newton abandons 
his post and returns home to 
Jones County with the boy’s 
body to perform a proper burial. 

The threat of capture as a 
deserter exerts intolerable 
strain on his relationship with 
his wife Serena (Keri Russell) 
and Newton eventually flees into 
nearby swamps, where he 
befriends runaway slaves 
including Rachel (Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw) and Moses (Mahershala 
Ali). 

They live quietly off the land, 
hoping not to draw the attention 
of sadistic Lieutenant Barbour 
(Brad Carter) and his soldiers. 

When Newton learns that 
Confederate troops are seizing 
crops and livestock from hard¬ 
working farmers, he stages a 


rebellion and the ranks of the 
so-called “Free State of Jones” 
swell. 

So too does Lieutenant 
Barbour’s resolve to crush the 
uprising, which leads to a series 
of violent skirmishes that 
saturate the arid soil with the 
blood on both sides. 

Running to a gruelling 140 
minutes, Free State Of Jones is 
a slog and pacing errs towards 
the pedestrian, even in sporadic 
battle sequences. 

It certainly doesn’t help that 
writer-director Ross chooses to 
bookmark his history lesson 
with flash forwards to a 
courtroom battle several 
decades after the end of the war 
involving Knight’s great-great- 
great grandson. 

McConaughey delivers his 
character’s speeches with 
gravitas and tear-stained 
cheeks, and catalyses 
simmering on-screen chemistry 
with Mbatha-Raw. 

“Time has a way of changing 
things,” one idealistic lawyer 
observes in the film. 

On November 8, when America 
goes to the polls, we will see if 
that optimism bears fruit.

ESPIONAGE master le Carre invites 
us into a real world of spying and 
secrecy in this captivating memoir. 
Le Carre has spent half a century 
delving deep into the hidden world 
of foreign intelligence, often to 
the disapproval of its inhabitants. 
Now in his 80s, the Tinker, Tailor, 
Soldier, Spy author documents his 
life - crucially including his time 
as a real-life Cold War spook in 
West Germany - and highlights 
the inspiration behind some of 
his best-known characters.
